1 . This office action is in response to amendments filed August 1 1 , 2009. 

2. Claims 1 and 12 have been amended.

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The examiner has carefully considered independent claim 1 , the "network- 
information-processing system" is not taught of suggested by the prior art of record; in 
particular, the prior art of record does not teach the steps of: 

"wherein said information-creating apparatus classifies the displayed information 
contents into user-input-based split information contents based on said control 
information created upon a user input, wherein the user input is an activation of a 
marking key, 

wherein a reproducing order of said split information contents is set using the 
input operation function of the information-processing apparatus," 
in the specific combination as recited in independent claim 1 . 

Claims 2-6 and 9-1 1 depend on allowed claim 1 , therefore, claims 2-6 and 9-1 1 
are also allowed. Independent claim 12, recite corresponding steps as allowed claim 1, 
therefore, independent claim 12 and respective dependent claims 13-19 are also 
allowed.
